SPEECHES AT THE COHHEHTIOB. 


The Coming Republican Campaign

of Texas Cattle. 


FIHAHCE COMMITTEE'S 'SILVER BILL. 


A Notable Dinner—Chicago Men and 


the World's Fair Committee—The 


Harrison's Monument — French 


Spoliation Claims, Etc., Etc, 


The Transportation and Handling ot 
Texas Cattle. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. SO.—The Secretary 


of Agriculture has just issued an order 
to the managers and agents of railroad 
and transportation companies, in regard 
to the transportation and handling ot 
Texas cattle, directing that no cattle 
are to be transported from the infected 
area to anv portion of the United States, 
except in accordance with certain regu- 
lations which are to remain in forCe 
from the 15th day of March to the 1st ol 
December, 1SCU. These regulations pro- 
vide that all such cattle, unloaded at 
any point outside of the area described 
to be fed and watered, must be so feu 
and watereu in places set apart for thia 
exclusive use, and to which no other 
cattlo shall be admitted, and which 
must be thoroughly disinfected once a 
week during the continuance of this 
order. 


On arriving at their destination, these 


cattle shall be received into pens speci- 
ally sot apart for thorn, form .vhich all 
other cattle are to be rigidly excluded 
and all regulations relating to the 
movement of Texas cattle prescribed by 
the cattle sanitary officers of the State 
where unloaded must bo carefully ob- 
Berved. Moreover 
the cars used in 


transporting said stockmustbe cleansed 
and disinfected before being used to 
transport or shelter animals thereafter. 


Should such animals bo re-shipped 


from any point whore they havo been 
Unloaded to another destination, the 
car in which they are carried must bear 
e placard, stating that It contains South- 
ern cattle, and the way-bills must bear 
a note to the same effect. The regula- 
tions as to separatri pens applies also to 
cattle so ro-sliipped. 


Secretary Rusk calls attention to the 


grave losses entailed upon owners o[ 
Northern cattle from contact of their 
cattle with Southerncattle, and through 
infected cars, and enjoins a rigid com- 
pliance with the 
abovo regulations, 


which lie believes will insure compara- 
tive safety to Northern cattle and avoid 
the necessity of more stririgr-nt regula- 
tions. 


The area m which splenetic or Texas 


fever exists among cattle is thus de- 
scribed: All that country lying south 
and oast of a lino connecting on tho 
Mississippi river at latitude 3C:30 north; 
thenco running westward on that paral- 
lel of latitude, being tlie southern boun- 
dary of Missouri to the eastern boundary 
ol the Indian Territory; thenuo running 
jiortlnvard to the southern boundary ot 
Kansas; then westward a'ong said south- 
ern boundary of Kansas to tho one hun- 
vlredth meridian of longitude; thence, 
gouth\\aul along said one hundredth 
meridian of longitud* to the southern 
boundary of L'hildreys County, in Texas; 
thence westward along tho southern 
boundary of tlie counties of Childrcss, 
ilall, Brlseoe, Swishor, Caitro and Par- 
flier, to tho eastern boundary of New 
Mexico.

The Harrison Monument Bill Favorably 


Keported.

Harrison, through a number of tho 
most trying years of the history of this 
country, 
and notably 
his 
military 


achievements, his prominence and abili- 
ty as a statesman in the capacity of 
Governor ot the Indian Territory, Dele- 
gate, Member of Congress, United States 
Senator and President uf the United 
States, renders a monument to his mem- 
ory to be. erected as a National tribute; 
and tho committee believe that no more 
appropriate site can bo selected than the 
locality to which ho retired after his 
aotne military services and where his 
remains are now interred, and tho com- 
mittee therefore recommends the pass- 
age of the bill. 


The French Spoliation Claims. 


WASHINGTON, Feb 
'25.—Tho House 


committee on claims yesterday author- 
ized a fa\orable report on a bill provid- 
ing for tho payment of the French 
Spoliation claims. The history of these 
remarkable claims dates back to 1802, 
when they were first reported to tho 
House by Representative Giles, in be- 
half of a select committee appointed for 
their investigation. 
Since that time 


they hive been reported to tho House 
favorably several times. Twice bills 
for thu relief of these claimants have 
been passed by both houses—one vetoed 
by President Polk, and one by Presi- 
dent Pierce. 


Tlie claims originated during the war 


between France and England, when the 
United States failed to perform tho 
guaranty contained in the treaty of al- 
liance with France. France retaliated 
by the destruction of thousands of our 
vessels and the confiscation of their 
cargoes. The appropriation required to 
settle these claims is estimated at eight 
to ten million dollars. 


The Direct-Tax and Other Billi. 


WASHING inv, Feb. 2H.—A favorable 


report on tho Direct-tax bill was ordered 
to be made by the House judiciary com- 
mittee yesterday. 
Mr. Caswell was 


directed to make tho report to the 
House. The bill was not amended, and 
all rights to make minority orsubstituto 
reports were reserved.

The Two cllmatet of California. 


There have lieeji forty miles of snow- 


sheds on the line of the Central Pacific 
railroad in tin- high Sierra these many 


ira. At this altitude, or at the height 
ial to the summit of Mount Washing- 


ton, 
in New Hampshire, the snow in 


such exceptionable winters as this is de- 
cidedly troublesome to the railroad peo- 
rtle. From the vicinity of Mount Shasta 
north for nearly a hundred miles, the 
snow falls every winter. Unce in twenty 
years the snow at the highest altitude 
Falls on the mountains to such a depth as 
is found there this winter. California has 
both a winter and a spring climate at the 


ne time. While the mountains have 


been liu-rally buried in the snow and 
railway trains have had a hard time in 
getting through the drifts, and many 
cattle have perished in altitudes where 
in ordinary winters they find open pas- 
tures, especially in the valleys, among 
the mountains, it has ;ictually been 
spring for 700 miles along the coast, and 
inland until an altitude exceeding 1,500 
feet has lieen reached, for the last three 
months, or since the early rains began. 
The grass in many places is a foot high. 
Famished cattle have been sent down 
from the ranges in the mountainstofced 
in the most luxuriant pastures. Citrus 
fruits ha\e ripened, not a few specimens 
here and there, but train loads are now 
going forward to eastern markets. They 
are hawked by the wagon load on the 
streets of this cit} , as l.uge and fair us 
ever gladdened the eyes of dwellers in 
hyperborean regions. All tins time mill- 
ions of roses have been in bloom in open 
gardens, and only an occxsion.il white 
frost has been seen. The citrus belt is 
here, and the snow is there. Theie is 'i 
perfect harmony between the two.—San 
Francisco Bulletin.
